thud. 


The grand jury has finished its special 


work, it has Investigated several matters 
and tula morning reported two indlct- 
uienta. 


Who the two indicted are will probably 


l>e known by the time of going to press of 
the Sun's second edition. This morning 
the Indictments -were not ready for publi- 
cation. 


The grand jury came in at 9.30, Judge 


Lilley on the bench. Clerk Dillingham 
called the roll and District Attorney "Wier 
Bald to the court: 


"The grand jury has considered several 


matters during its special sitting and is 
ready today to report two indictments." 


The foreman of the grand jury then pro- 


bcntcd a voluminous type-written report 
to the clerk, after which the court excused 
them until the third Monday in October,, 
unless specially called. 


After the session it was Insinuated that 


the grand jury might report on other mat- 
ters in connection with, the investigation 
la October. 


Five Indicted. 


Tho Indictments'are against Couacilmen 


Hunton, 
Magulre, and 
George, Supt. 


Cheney anil Charles Clapp. 
Hunton has 


tieen held in $3000 and the others in 
81600 each to appear for trial. 


The mystery of Dracut has been cleared 


up by the arrest of Wm. Kane, evidently 
insane, who cnme within a Jew inches of 
taking the life of Dr. "Wm. S. Eaton, yes- 
terday. 


Kane mistook Dr. Eaton for Deputy 


Scott of Dracut, and let go a load of buck- 
shot at him as he rode by und his poor aim 
.saved the Intended victim's life. 
.-When arrested, Kane admitted that he 
is the inan who was shooting at Deputy 
Scott. 
—Dr. Eaton is a veterinary surgeon resid- 
ing in Collinsville and about noon yester- 
day drove between the Navy Yard and 
Collinsville at a good rate of speud. When 
list below the entrance of the STew Boston 
road he woa startled by tho report of a gun 
from the bushes nearby. He felt a blow 
at the lower part of his neck and knew he 
had been shot. The horse started to ran 
jebting away some distance but the doctor 
cunt-rolled the animal in time to see a man 
running away. 


An examination of the carriage showed 


that 25 or 40 shot had perforated the back 
of the Beat just saving the doctor's life. 
The wound received was not serious. 


After the.shooting a general search was 


made for the would be assassin and from 
descriptions given, Chief of Police Hill 
arrested Kano later at the Navy Yard 
Doardlng house. Kano Is 53-years of age 
and lives alone. 
lie admitted having fired the allot but 


said he thought he had fired at Scott and 
regretted his mistake and his inability to 
shoot Scott. 
"When he saw the latter he 


attempted to get towards him probably to 
3g-ht but was prevented. 


Kane once bad a suit against the woolen 


mills on account of injuries and it is said 
that Scott was on the opposite side in the 
case. Since then Kane has "brooded over 
the matter and Is probably insane.

If 
the bromide of sodium is taken regularly, 
in time and in proper proportions, in 
nearly every instance the voyager will 
be exempt from sickness, but the pros- 
pective voyager should by all means 
consult a physician as to the proportions 
to be taken in his or her individual case.

No continental country has a litelict 


labor movement thna Austria. It is of , 
compafatlTuly recent growth and will . 
hot reach its full development for some I 
years to co mo. 


It 13 conducted both along tr;idc union 


and political lines. The organizations 
ate entirely eepnriitt!, bnt the two are in 
hearty sympathy aud co-operate with 
each other. 


Union men are active and enthusias- 


tic in agitating Tor political reforms. 
Mombcrs of the political party help to 
organize unions aud make their (striken 
successful. 


The labor movement faces eerioua 


practical obstacles in Austria. Public 
meetings can only behold by permission 
of the government. Official reporters sit 
at all meetings and report what is said. 
I£ tbe government so deckles, speakers 
may bo imprisoned from two wenk.-i to 
ten years. A public censor reads all la- 
bor papers before they are distributed. 
He "confiscates" what does, not plcaso 
him. 
The whole edition must be re- 


printed, perhaps two or three times, 
until the censor is satisfied. Editors nr» 
often imprisoned iu addition to tlic 
"confiscation" of their papers. If a pa- 
per persists in radical utterances, it may 
be entirely suppressed. Agitators and 
leaders of Htrikcs are kept under ccm- 
staut surveillance. Tlicy are imprisoned 
on very slight pretests. In addition to 
thede disadvantages wages aro low, cost 
of living high and taxation very op- 
pressive. 


As an introductory to the condition 


of living and rates -,ot wages I wish to 
sketch the personality of various leaders 
aud show tliech'.vracttriaticacf theluboi 
papers. 


Vienna ia the center, of the Austrian 


movement. It supports a daily paper, 
Tho Arbeiter Zeitnng, devoted mainly 
to tho political issues of the movement, 
yet friendly to' the unions and aiding 
them, in winning important strikes. Dr. 
Adler, editor of The Arbeiter Zeitnng, 
is one of the most prominent figures in 
the Austrian movement. I found him a 
man of medium height, quick und nerv- 
ous iu his movements, and rather epi- 
grammatic in speech. Adler comes from 
tho professional class and his family 
were said to be wealthy.- He devotes all 
his' time to the movement and certainly 
gets up an excellent paper. He is a 
forcible speaker and has been imprisoned 
several times for his radical utterances. 
At the time I visited Vienna a limited 
right of suffrage had jnst been granted 
the working people. They were offered 
one representative for every 300,000 
votes east, while the. nobility have one 
for every 75 votes. The people were in 
dined to reject the concession and 
clamored for free and equal suffrage. 
Adler wad having a hard struggle to 
persuade them to accept tho limited 
suffrage merely cs an entering wedge 
into the politic? of the nation ; making 
it a basis for further dem&uds. His view 
finally prevailed' and the "fifth estate" 
•will use its limited vote. 


It seems fitting that women should 


take on active part in the labor move- 
ment, for the women of Austria perform 
tho heavies: drudgery and receive tho 
lowest wages. It is a common sight in 
Vienna to see women .carrying the 
bricks o.nd mortar for building. They 
also loEid coal carts and curry huge bas- 
kets of coal to the top of the palatial 
apartment buildings. They shovel on 
the railroad sections and I have seen 
them harnessed to the plow in country 
districts. In the lighter industries they 
aro even more unmercifully "sweated" 
than the tenement workers of Xew 
York. 
Women have a vital interest in 


organization. 
There are many good 


speakers in their ranks and some \%Titers. 


Frau Popp is one of the best known 


women iu Austria. Sue edits a paper 
devoted entirely to women's interests. 
Personally she is a plump, bright eyed, 
attractive little body whose soft voice 
and gentle manners hardly fit the usual 
notion of n woman agitator. Fran Popp 
is, however, an excellent speaker aud 
often addresses large open air audiences. 
She has taieu part iu several strikes 
and served three terms of imprisonment. 
t-he is'rcally an able woman and writes 
well. She is paid the munificent sum of 
§8 a week for her' editorial labors and 
makes no complains, but devotes her 
whole limn to thc'cause. 


About two years ago a young girl 


only 10 year? old led n great strike of 
the textile workers. She made public 
addresses in their behalf and practically 
mamiged the whole affair. 
The strike 


Was a success. The girl was everywhere 
commended for her ability and bravery. 
The government showed its appreciation 
by sentencing her to a term of impris- 
onment. She has since, married, aud do- 
mestic duties rather interfere with pub- 
lic life. 


Austria has a large number of excel- 


lent trade papers. The unions believe 
strongly in the federation of allied 
branches and having a journal for each 
federation. For instance, all branches 
of metal workers are federated. The 
tailors, shoemakers, hatters, glove and 
Blurt makers find that they have a com- 
mon interest, because they all furnish 
articles of wearing apparel. Similar!}' 
tho butchers, bakers, confectioners and 
all who supply eatables have their cen- 
tral association. Of course the local un- 
ions iii each bnuich preserve their au- 
tonomy. ' They' federate to serve their 
allied interests and are able to establish 
» good paper for a federation where tbe 
Individual trades would find, it very 
Sifficnlt to support separate journals. 


Herr Xorinek was a good type 'of an 


editor who confines himself to trade 
onion issues. He knew all about every 
trade in Vienna, Che number of men 
imployed, ,their wages, hours of labor, 
tbe history of their organizations, their 
strikes and their plans for the 'future. 
He was a perfect'loca'l cyclopedia. After 
talking •with b1m I was not surprised to 
and his paper full of practical, sensible 
Information about local conditions, cor 
(vas it too' narrow. There were several 
brief bnt 'pointed articles dealing with 
zeneral economic .mattera I. found all 
Ibe trade papers InUaestina because they 


were carefully edited and.contained real 
information about trade" affairs. Herr 
Slorinek seemed to know all "about the 
various industries. 
He told me just 


where to find the poorest paid workers 
and much of their manner of living. 
His special enthusiasm was • the "gov- 
ernment sick benefit f und. " -Both work- 
men and employers are obliged to con- 
tribute a small sum each week to' tho 
siek fund. The workmen are allowed 
au equitable representation on the boards 
of control. When a workman falls ill, 
his medical attendance and medicine are 
free. 
Ho is paid a very fair benefit, 


sometimes nearly as much as ho earna 
when well. This benefit has no flavor j 
of charity. It is from the fund provided ' 
when the worker is well,' jnst as in out 
union' benefit systems. I liad to agree j 
with Herr Korinek in his commendation 
of this system, though tfrjre were other 
features of the movement which inter- 
ested me moTo'. 


I could namo a score of others whc 


help to give the Austrian movement its 
remarkable characteristics, but I have 
chosen only a few types that show whal 
ia being accomplished.

HOW DYNAMITE IS MADE. 


rho Deadly Kiploslre Composed of >'ltro- 


glycarln and Eurth. 


The best quality of dynamite is a 


tniiture of 7 u per cent of uitroglycerin 
and 25 per cent of Ideselgnhr—a sili- 
ceous earth with a highly absorptive 
power, oapable of taking up two or 
three time* its own weight of nitroglyc- 
erin without becoming pasty. 
The ob- 


ject of tho mixture is to diminish the 
susceptibility of nitroglycerin to slight 
shocks, and to facilitate the carrying of 
it without destroying 
its explosive 


force. 
Dynamite is in appearance not 


unliko brown sugar. 
While moist it is 


squeezed into cartridges, which' are 
prepared of parchment paper, and tho 
firing is done by fulminate of silver iu 
copper capsules, provided with patent 
exploders. 
Its disruptive force is esti- 


mated at about eight times that of gun- 
powder, and it has the" peculiarity of 
taking effect inja downward direction. 
Nitroglycerin, which is slight yellow, 
oily liquid, is nitric-acid 1 part and 
sulphuric acid 2 parts, to which is add- 
ed ordinary glycerin, and the mixture 
well washed with pure water. It has a 
sweet, aromatic, pungent taste and the 
peculiar property of causing a headache 
when placed in a small quantity on tho 
tongue or wrist. ' It was first used in 
bombs dropped from balloons in tho 
Franco-German war (1870-1). 


How "Dot J>ayn" Derived Tbeir £Tame. 
The dog days last, properly speaking, 


from the 3d of July to the llth of Au- 
gust. The popular theory is that they 
are so called because dogs then go mad; 
but the.notion is etmyologically false, 
besides . being untrue in fact. 
Dogs, 


strange to say, are rather less liable to 
rabies then than at other times. 
"Dog 


dnys" is really a translation of the Latin 
dies caaiculares—the 20 days before and 
the 20 days after the beliacal risiiij,- (i. 
e., appearance in the morning just be- 
fore the sun) of the star Sirins, whom 
the Romans called "Canicula, " or little 
dog. The ancients attributed a most 
malevolent influence to this star—our 
"dog.stir,"—and sacrificed a brown dog 
to it to appease its rage. 


How Mountains Were Formed. 


Mountains may have arisen from 


three causes: 1. From the corrugation 
of tho earth's crust, due to the effects of 
secular contraction. 2. From the accu- 
mulation of materials poured out of 
volconio orifices. 
8. From the insula- 


tion of elevated masses of ground, ow- 
ing to the removal by denudation of the 
materials connecting them, and to the 
consequent formation of valleys. Moun- 
tains formed in the volcanic way are 
almost always conical, and aro either 
solitary, as Etna, or occur in linear 
groups, like tho volcanoes. of Java. 
Those formed by denudation are of 
minor dimensions, and rather deserve 
the name of bills. Mountain chains, on 
the other hand, which are tho dominant 
features of the earth's surface, though 
they may have lines of volcanic vents 
along their crests, ore not formed essen- 


I tially of volcanic material, but of die 
'•sedimentary aud crystalline crust which 


I has been ridged up into vast .folds. 


Mountain chains must, therefore, be re- 


I gai'ded as evidence of the shrinkage of 


i the earth's mass. 
They may be the re- 


sult of one movement of a long succes- 
sion of movements. 


How to Hold TJp the Skirt. 


Tho left hnnd is invariably used for 


lifting the skirt. The first principle is 
that the nrm should not be crooked at 
the elbow, but should hang straight 
from the side as the hand is brought 
right to the center of the back, gather- 
ing the folds and bringing them to the 
side with the ana still straight. In this 
way the fullness of the skirt is brought 
to the loft side, slightly raised, and thus 
tho entire bottom of tho skirt escapes 
the ground. 


Over a very muddy crossing use both 


bonds. 
The arms again drop straight 


from the side, each hand gathers the 
fullness, the skirt.is very slightly raised 
so as not to allow it- to dip in the center 
of the back. 
But this mode of lifting 


the skirts is permissible only over very 
muddy crossings. The single hand man- 
ner of protecting the,dress against un- 
clean streets and sidewalks is sufficient 
for nil other purposes.

^religions temperament, large spiritual- 
ity, and great benevolence. Ho is in- 
tense, but. it is tho intense desire to do 
good. He is utterly unselfish as the 
human kind goes, and, while he is am- 
bitious and wishes to esalfc himself, it 
is all with the desire to uplift nnd ben- 
efit his fellow men. It is this which re- 
lieves his character of the dangerous 
quality which might otherwise so easily 
attach to it 


"Under tho eyes is that fullness which

THE SUPREME LAW. 


tt Was Violated When Silver W«s De- 


monetized, Sajfl an Old Republican.' 
The constitution of-the United States, 


the -supreme law of the land, is para- 
mount to any act of congress and above 
the edict of any political party and de- 
mands the supreme and paramount al- 
legiance of every American citizen. 


The constitution declares that gold 


•ind silver, not gold alono, nor silver 
•alone, nor gold.or silver, but gold and 
silver, shall be a legal tender in .pay- 
ment of all debts. 


By'ttie act 'of 1792 tho gold dollar 


was decreed by "flat" of. congress to 
contain' 24.7.grains of pure gold and 
tho silver dollar 371 % grains of pure 
silver, and both wcro declared to bo 
worth 100 cents on tho dollar for paying 
iebts. 


The 24.7 grains of pure gold and S71 J£ 


grains of • pure silver were''only dollars 
by "fiat" of law. No money of either 
gold or silver or paper money can be 
made into money except by the "fiat" 
of law. 
• 
• 
• 


The free and unlimited coinage of sil- 


ver the same as gold would not alone 
establish bimetallism in 
f.Viia country. 


Bimetallism means the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of both metals upon a ratio 
fiscd by law and also the giving by 
law to tho .coins thus coined tho some 
debt paying power in this country and 
for this country. If all the silver bullion 
in the United States was coined into 
dollars, and if such silver dollars'were 
not redemption money—were not de- 
clared by law a legal tender for all 
debts—they would not be constitutional 
money and would not constitute bimet- 
allism. And the samo is true as to gold 
dollars. Neither would bo ' 'honest mon- 
ey" under our constitution. 


Congress has no constitutional power 


to demonetize either gold or silver. 
Congress has no constitutional authority 
to demonetize one any more than the 
other of the two coins. If it can demon- 
etize one, it can demonetize the other, 
and, if either, can demonetize both. It 
is a usurpation of power, unconstitu- 
tional and void, to demonetize either. 


I am in favor of placing silver back 


where it was when we had bimetallism 
for 80 years, before it was demonetized 
in 1873. The political party whose pres- 
idential candidates I have supported and 
whose principles I have espoused for 40 
years has said "No" to that truly Amer- 
ican principle. The people want a po- 
litical party and., a congress of the 
United States.that will, think less of 
"John Bull" and more of "Brother 
Jonathan," less of "Lone Jack" and 
moro of the stars and stripes, less of 
Europe and more of America, less of 
Wall street and more of the common 
people, less of English "tors" and 
more of the American "stars."—Cun- 
ningham R. Scott' in Omaha World- 
Herald.

"Preifl and Platform Sabjcot to BQ Over- 


bearinff Censorship—The Good Work Goes 
on JiovorthelcHB—aira. Valoalx Sketches a 
Few of tho Leaders. 


[Special Correspondence*] 


No continental aoiintry has a livelier 


labor movement than Austria. It is of 
comparatively recent growth and will 
not reach its full development for some 
years to come. 


It is conducted both along trade union 


and political lines. .The organizations 
ore entirely separate, but the two are in 
hearty sympathy and co-operata with 
each other. 


Union men are active and enthusias- 


tic in agitating for political reforms. 
Members o£ tho political party help to 
organize unions and make their strikes 
successful. 


Tho labor movement faces serious 


practical obstacles in Austria. Public 
meetings can ouly beheld by permission 
of the government. Official reporters sit 
at all meetings and report what is said. 
If the government GO decides, speakers 
may bo imprisoned from two weeks to 
.ten years. A public censor reads all la- 
bor papers before thny are distributed. 
He "confiscates" what docs not please 
him. 
The whole edition, must bo re- 


printed, perhaps two or three times, 
until tho ccusov is satisfied. Editors are 
often imprisoned iu addition to the 
-"confiscation" of their papers. If u pa- 
per persists in radical utterances, it may 
be entirely suppressed. Agitators auil 
leaders of • strikes aro kepc under con- 
stant surveillance. Tlmy are imprisoned 
on very slight pretexts. In addition to 
these disadvantages wages are low, cost 
of living high and taxation very op- 
pressive. 


As an introductory to the condition 


of living and rates of wages I wish to 
sketch the personality of various leaders 
and show the characteristics of the labor 
papers. 


Vienna is the center of tho Austrian 


movement. It supports a daily paper, 
Tho Arbeiter Zcitnng, devoted mainly 
to tho political issues of the movement, 
yet friendly to the unions and aiding 
them in winning important strikes. Dr. 
Adler, editor of Tho - Arboiter Zeitung, 
is one of the most prominent figures in 
the Austrian movement--I found him a 
man of medium height, quick and nerv- 
ous in his movements, and rather epi- 
grammatic in speech. Adler conies from 
the professional class and his family 
were said to be wealthy. He devotes all 
his timo to the movement and certainly 
gets up an excellent paper. He is a 
forcible speaker and has been imprisoned 
several times for his radical utterances. 
At the time I visited Vicuna a limited 
right, of suffrage had just been granted 
the working people. They were offered 
one representative for every 300,000 
votes cast, while the nobility have one 
for every 75 votes. The people were in- 
clined to reject tho" coucession and 
clamored for free and equal suffrage. ! 
Adler was having a hard struggle ta j 
persnndo them to accept the limited i 
suffrage merely as an entering wedgo 
into tha politics of the nation; making 
it a basis for further domauds. His view 
finally prevailed and the "fifth estate" 
will use its limited vote. 


It seems fitting that women should 


take an active part iu. the labor move- 
ment, for the women of Austria perform 
the heaviest drudgery and receive the 
lowest wages. It is H common sight in 
Vienna to see women carrying the 
bricks and mortar for building. They 
also load coal carts and carry huge bas- 
kets of .coal to the top of the palatial 
apartment buildings. They shovel on 


i the railroad sections and I have seen 


them harnessed to the plow in country 
districts. In the lighter industries they 
aro even more unmercifully "sweated" 
than the tenement workers of New 
York. 
Women have a vital interest ill 


organization. There are many good 
speakers in their ranks and some writers. 


Fran Popp is ono of the best known 


women in Austria. She edits a. paper 
devoted entirely to women's interests. 
Personally she is a plump, bright eyed, 
attractive little- body whoso soft voice 
and gentle manners hardly fit the usual 
notion of n woman agitator. Frau Popp 
is, however, uri excellent speaker and 
often addresses large open air audiences. 
She has taken part iu several strikes 
aud served three lerms of imprisonment. 
She is really an able woman and writes 
well. She is paid the munificent sum of 
?S a week for her editorial labors and 
makes no complaint, but devotes her 
whole time to the cause. 


About two years ago n yonng girl 


only 1G years old led a great strike of 
the textile workers. She made public 
addresses in their behalf and practically 
managed the whole affair. The strike 
was a success. The girl was everywhere 
commended for her ability and bravery. 
The government showed its appreciation 
by sentencing her to a term of impris- 
| oument. She has since married, and do- 


mestic duties rather interfere with pub- 
lic life. 


Austria has a large number of excel- 


lent trade papers. The unions believe 
strongly in the federation of allied 
branches and having a journal for each j 
federation. For instance, all branches 
of metal workers are federated. The 
tailors, shoemakers, hatters, glove and 
shirt makers find that they have a com- 
mon interest, because they all furnish 
articles of wearing apparel. Similarly 
the butchers, bakers, confectioners and 
all who supply eatables have their cen- 
tral association. Of course the local un- 
ions in each branch preserve their an- 


| touomy. They federate to serve their 
•allied interests and are able to establish 
a good paper for a federation where the' 
individual trades would find it .very- 
difficult to support separate journals. 


Herr Korinek was a good type of an 


editor who confines himself to trade 
union issues. He knew all about every 
trade in Vienna, the number of men 
employed, their wages, hours of labor, 
the history of their organizations, their 
strikes and their plans for the- future. 
He was a perfect local cyclopedia. After 
talking with him T was not surprised to 
find his paper full of practical, sensible 
information about local conditions, nor 
was it too narrow. There were several 
brief but pointed articles dealing, with 
general economic mactera. I "found all 
the trade papers-intewstinK because they 


•were carefully edited and contained real 
information about trade affairs. Hen 
Korinek seemed to know all about the 
various industries. 
He -told me just 


where to find the poorest paid'workers 
and much of/ their manner of living. 
His special enthusiasm was the "gov- 
ernment sick benefitfund." .Bothwork- 
men and emploj'flrs are obliged to con- 
tribute a small i;um each week to tho 
sick fund. The workmen are allowed 
an equitable representation, on the boards 
of control "When a workman falls ill, 
his medical attendance and medicine are 
free. 
He is paid-a very fair benefit-, 


sometimes nearly as much as he earns 
whei) well. This benefit has no flavor, 
of charity. It is from the fund provided 
when the worker is well, just as in oui 
union benefit systems. I had to agrea 
with Herr Koricek in his commendation 
of'this system, though ttoro were other 
features of the movement "which inter- 
ested me more. 


I could name a score of others whc 


help to give tho Austrian movement its 
remarkable characteristics, but I have 
chosen, only a few t3"pcs that show vrhal 
is being accomplished.

HOW DYNAMISE IS MADE. 


fho l>eadly JExplosivo Composed of Nltro- 


Clyctrln and I£arth. 


The best quality of dynamite is n 


mixture of 75 per cent of nitroglycerin 
mid 25 per cent of kieseiguhr—a sili- 
ceous earth with a highly absorptive 
power, capable of taking up two or 
three times its own weight of nitroglyc 
criii without becoming pasty. 
The ob 


ject of the mixture is to diminish the 
susceptibility of nitroglyceriii to slight 
shocks, aud to facilitate the carrying of 
it without destroying.. its explosive 
force. 
Dynamite is iu appearance not 


unlike brown sugar. 
Whilu moist it is 


squeezed into cartridges, which ore 
prepared of parchment - paper, and 
the 


firing is done by fulminate of silver in 
copper capsules, provided with patenl 
exploders. 
Its disruptive force is esti- 


mated at about eight times that of gun- 
powder; and it has the peculiarity of 
taking effect in>a downward direction. 
Kitroglycerin, -\?hich is a light yellow, 
oily liquid, is nitric acid 1 part anc 
sulphuric acid 2 parts, to which is add- 
ed ordinary glycerin and .the mixture 
well washed with pure water. It has 
sweet, aromatic, pungent tosto and the 
peculiar property of causing a headache 
when placed in a small quantity on tho 
tongue or wrist. 
It was first used in 


bombs dropped from balloons in tha 
Franco-German war (1870-1). 


How "Dojj Days" Derived Their Xam 
The dog days lost, properly speaking 


from the 3d of July to the llth of Au 
gust. The popular theory is that they 
are so called because dogs theu go mad 
but the notion is etmyologically "fol?e 
besides being untrue in fact. Dogs 
strange to say, aro rather less liable to 
rabies theu than at other times. "Do| 
days" is really a translation of the Latin 
dies cauiculores—the 20 days before and 
the 20 days after the heliacal rising (i 
e., appearance in the morning just be 
fore tho sun) of the star Sinus, w.hom 
the Romans called ' 'Cimicnla,'' or littli 
dog. 
The ancients attributed a mos 


malevolent influence to this star—ou' 
1 'dog star,''—and sacrificed a brown dog 
to it to appease its-rage. 


How Mountains Were Formed. 


Mountains may have arisen from 


three causes: 1. From tho corrugation 
of the earth's crust, due to the effects a 
secular contraction. 2. From the accu 
mulation of materials poured out o 
volcanic orifices. 
8. From tho insula 


tiou of elevated masses of ground, ow 
ing to the removal by denudation of th 
materials connecting them, and to th 
consequent formation of valleys. Jloun 
tains formed in the volcanic way or 
almost always conical, and are eithe 
solitary, as Etna, or occur in linear 
groups, like tho volcanoes of Java 
Those formed by denudation are o 
minor dimensions; and rather deserv 
tho name o£ hills. Mountain chains, on 
the other hand, which ire the dominan 
features of tho earth's surface, thoug 
they may have lines of volcanic vent 
along their crests, are not fonned essen 
tially of volcanic material, but of th 
sedimentary and crystalline crust whica 
has been ridged up into vast folds 
Mountain chains must, therefore, be re 


I garded as evidence of the shrinkage o 


the earth's mass. 
They may be the re- 


sult of one movement of a long succes- 
sion of movements.

So-w to Hold TJi> the SWrt. 


The left hand is invariably used for 


lifting the ekirt. 
Tho first principle is 


thut the arm should not bo crooked at 
the elbow, but should hang straight- 
from tho side as the hand is brought 
right to the center of tho back,-gather- 
ing the folds and bringing them to tho 
side with the arm still straight. In this 
way the fullness of tho ekirt. is brought 
to the left side, slightly raised, aud thus 
the entire bottom of tho skirt escapes

decided. It is true that numerous pro- 
posals were made to me there." I asked 
to see the things and Inquired prices, 
but I settled nothing. Here I shall do 
the same. 
After my journey I shall 


compare prices and qualities. Of course 
I cannot tell you what will be the re- 
sult. You know that we have yet to 
visit England and the United States. 
I came to Europe to see it and to under- 
stand its civilization. Institutions and 
"peoples—to make a" kind of general In- 
quiry .Into the state of the principal 
European nations. The uecond object 
was to form closer relations with the 
governments of these nations, and to 
bring them messages of friendship. This 
is the essence of my mission, hut, of 
course, when affairs are talked of to me, 
I listen and study." 


It was after this distinct statement 


by the Chinese envoy of his purpose to 
study the'markets of the -world for the 
Information and benefit of Chlna-that 
it was decided by the British govern- 
ment that he should be entertained by 
the government during his stay In Eng- 
land, and, coincident with this, there was 
a distlnct'chacge In the tone-of the Lon- 
don .press toward Li Hung Chang—a 
tone which up to that time had been.one 
of criticism, and almost of sneering, at 
the ostentation of the Chinese envoy's 
visit to Russia on the occasion of the 
czar's coronation.
